Risk" report showed that 
more aid was needed, as well 
as an improved distribution 
process. The result was the 
Augenblick Bill. 

ORHS Principal Geoffrey 
Jones said the money granted 
by this bill is given "to dis- 
tricts to spend as they see 
fit." He calls. this a "new con- 
cept", for in the past, state 
aid has been given only for 
specific programs. 

The Augenblick Bill is not 
without flaws, added Mr. 
Jones. It allows districts to 
use the money as tax relief, 
Mr. Jones sees this as "almost 
a designed feature." . He ex- 
plained the districts were 
given only 14 days, from 


September 16 to the 30th, to 
file for using the money to- 
wards educational matters, 
otherwise the funds default 
to tax relief.

Library System (SAILS), will 
allow students to use library 
resources throughout the 
state via telecommunication. 

The program was estab- 
lished by the State Library in 
Concord, explained Mrs. 
Broderick. The ‘State Library 
established a data bank 
containing information as to 
where in the state various 
library. materials could be 
found, 

Mrs. Broderick sated 
that once the material is lo- 
cated, it is a matter of re- 
questing that the material be 
sent to ORHS's library. She 
added that this system will 
also allow a person to check 
on the current. status of a 
state legislature bill.
